My Dear S ib—I have considered the questions 
snbmitieil to mo by y..ur letter ol the 2' d Uistaiir, 
and have examined the drafts of complaints which 
you propose to servo In me actions already insti* 
luted seveiMlly by suminons, lu the name and 
behalf of “The Board of Hiipervlsors ol me Coun:y 
of New York,’* against Richard B. Connolly and 
Wil.iam M. Tweed. 
I nnderatand your Inquines to relate only to civil 
AcUuus brought against an officer of the city or 
county to recover m the name and behalf or the 
city or conuly damages sastained by the city or 
county by reason of a iramluleni abstraction oi Its 
Ainds occurring through me negligence or fraud of 
such officer in the discharge or his official duties 1 do 
not understand that 1 am to consider the qnestion 
of criminal liability. Inasmuch as It Is not your 
province to instiiute criminal proceedings. 
All publio official duty supposes a certain measure 
of Official diligeuce and fluelity. The laws which 
prescribe the duties of a public officer assume, by 
tbe necessary efiect of their operation, that he will 
do What be is commanded and what he has con­ 
tracted to do with proper diligence and fidelity. 
By acceptance of the office and its emoluments the 
officer engages, apart from any oatu of office or the 
tenure of auy statutory official bond, to discharge his 
official dudes honeatly and efficiently os they are 
defined by law. If be be an accounting officer, 
or have charge of tbe fiayment of claims 
or the dUburscraent of money, he Is bound 
to pursue whatever method the laws prescribe for 
auditing siicn claims and me payment of such 
money with that degree of diligence and care 
which 
18 necessary to prevent tne payment of 
ftraudulenl or exorbitant claims. If, by reason of 
his negli gence or his connivance with iraud, public 
money is abstracloil iromthe public treasury which 
Is not justly due to the party receiving it, a cause of 
action accrues to the government, or body politic. 
Whoso money is thus lost through me officer’s negli­ 
gence or connivance; and that cause of action is a 
Claim to recover irom the o.bcer damages sus­ 
tained by reason of his uniallhiulucss or nis iraudn- 
lent breacn of trust. 
Nor. in my opinion, is snch a course of action 
merge«l lu the liability under a staiulory official 
bond or waived bv mo acceptance of such a bond. 
It springs irum and Is regulated by the great gene­ 
ra. priucltUe Pi tbc commuu law, that when a prin­ 
cipal suffers damage by reason of the misconduct 
Ol his agent, or a <\ ntui ,/ue ti-uxi incurs a loss by 
reason oi the misconduct of his trustee, the ageut 
or trustee Is personally responsible to the amount 
Of the loss or injury which he caused.

Tbe cause 01 it all was, In tde first 
place, that the nobles knew they would lose their 
positions and their honors If thejr became Chris­ 
tians and the middle or trading classes would have 
to m ake restitutioh ol the goods aud riches they 
obtained by 
FRAUD AND WRONGDOING. 
The m ost frultiul held for m issionary lahor, rbere- 
lore, wa-s am ong the poorer classes. Tne reverend 
gentlem an then explained bow he and the fathers 
assoclateJ with him liad esiabUshed asylums, ot- 
phiin and others, lu China, and necued assistance 
irom Am erica 
To secure this. In fact, 11 was tneir 
intcalton soon to deliver a lecture ou China, which 
would give the Catholics an Insight into the ob­ 
stacles Ihat lay In the way of the missionary.

The announcem ent made In ye-^terday’s H e ra ld 
that the pastor of St, Ann’s would preach on the 
snbject above mentioned drew to the church a 
large congregation, com prising m any opponents of 
tho Catholic belief concerning that question. 
High 
m ass was celebrated by Rev. F ather Poole, and at 
tbe naual time Father Pre.-ton ascended the attar and 
found in the Gospel of the day—M aithew xxll., 16- 
21—the theme for his discourse. 
Tho Gospel of the 
day, nc observed, brings beforo us one of the most 
im portant entijects which can concern a commn- 
nlty; and If ever there was a tim e especially appro­ 
priate for the consideration of this great question, 
now Is the day and the hour; for in that which Is 
called the march ol 
PROGRESS AND nVlLIZA'riON 
the principles of m oralltv and the higher truths of 
religion are lost sight of, ami even Catholics are led 
away by tho dazzling but fatal teueta which have 
obittlncd extensive credence In our times. The ad­ 
vocates of those princiDies not only threaten to de­ 
stroy tbe loundai tons of religluu, but they venture 
to lay hands ou the loundatious on which rests 
society Itself. It Is uow quite common for men to 
talk loudly of things which they know nothing 
about—to oavil with the religious tru th s—to lay 
down the law through the public press and in every 
other w ay; and they díctale to tliclr fellow m en the 
course they ought to pursue w ithout ever having 
Investigated the topics of which they treat. On us it 
Is incumbent to lisien to that simple enuiiclatlon of 
truth in to-day's Gospel, and then to see wnat are 
our duties as Catholics. 'Hie I’iiaiToees accused 
Chnst 01 being an enemy of C.Tsar, for they know 
m at lie naff come to estabiisn a new or.lcr of things 
tu the splniuai world; and they tiiougtit to entrap 
Him and gei Him to say «ometning wlilch conlu ren­ 
der Him liable tu t.e brought before a public tribunal.

Ingersoll, Woodward and Garvey. 
The con­ 
clusion reached is that the city or county alone 
has the right of action, and that the law officer 
and people of the State have nothing to do 
with it. 
It is regarded as a point already 
settled by the conrts that culpable negligence 
in the discharge of official duties or fraudu­ 
lent connivance with claimants renders a pub­ 
lic officer liable in damages to the extent of 
the loss incurred by the people, independent 
of the statutory bond he is required to give. 
But where the money is wrongfally abstracted 
from 
city 
or 
county 
funds 
the 
city 
or county alone has cause of action, and 
no other government or body politic has. 
The 
money 
recovered would 
belong 
to 
the 
people 
of the 
city 
or 
county 
of 
New 
York, 
and 
not 
to 
the 
people 
of 
the State, and hence the State cannot sue. 
The statute duties of the Attorney General are 
declared to be to prosecute and defend ail ac­ 
tions in the event of which the people of this 
State are interested, and no special power is 
delegated to that officer to sue in cases where 
the people of a city or county alone are in In­ 
terest. 
Mr. Curtis considers it to be the plain 
duly of the Corporation Counsel to prosecute 
the suits he has commenced against Tweed, 
Connolly and others, and he does not think 
such suits can impede the prosecution of any 
actions that may be brought on behalf of the 
people of the State by the Attorney General. 
This is, no doubt, all good law as far as it 
goes; 
but tho ground upon which Charles 
O’Conor bases the actions brought in the 
name 
of 
the 
Attorney 
General 
of the 
State 
is 
that 
the 
legal 
authorities 
of 
the 
city 
will 
not 
prosecute 
at 
all or 
will not faithfully press the suits for the 
recovery of the money fraudulently obtained 
from the treasury of the city of New York. 
Supposing the allegation in the Attorney Gen­ 
eral’s complaint to be true— tbat the actions 
commenced 
by 
the 
Corporation 
Counsel 
ore 
brought 
in 
bad 
faith 
and 
with 
the 
object 
of 
shielding \he 
defendant^ 
from 
the 
consequences 
of their 
acts— 
there would in that case be little question of 
the power of the law officer of the State to sue 
on behalf of the people of the city of New 
York, who are, as a portion of the people of 
the State, entitled to his services and pro­ 
tection. 
But is there any proof that the 
actions brought by O'Gorman by direction of 
Mayor Hall are of the character described by 
the Attorney General? 
The Committee of 
Seventy and all the sub-committees and joint 
committees, with every facility to reach the 
evidence in the Comptroller’s office, have 
found 
it 
a 
long and 
tedious 
task 
to 
collect 
the 
facts 
that 
have 
been 
laid before the public, and certainly no suits 
at law should have been commenced before 
enough solid proof had been secured to render 
an action likely to succeed. 
If Mayor Hall 
bad failed to instruct the Corporation Counsel 
to bring tho suits in question 
he 
would 
have 
been 
properly 
chargeable 
with 
a 
wilful neglect of 
his 
official 
duty. 
The 
fact 
is 
that the abuse 
of 
the 
Mayor and of the head of the Law Department 
of the city for commencing these actions, and 
the demands of the partisan newspapers tbat 
they shall be abandoned, are only part of the 
general disorganization, anarchy and 
semi­ 
communism under which we are at present 
living. 
The proper officers of tho government 
are pushed aside, 
and bodies not recog­ 
nized 
by the 
law assume their powers. 
The 
Mayor 
is 
superseded 
by 
a 
com­ 
mittee ; the Finance Department is ruled by 
a deputy, who bolds office only on the uncer­ 
tain tenure of a Comptroller, prohibited by 
the Courls from signing bonds and warrants ; 
the Corporation Counsel is not suffered to dis­ 
charge bis sworn duty; the State assumes the 
guardianship of the people of the city. 
This 
is 
the 
condition 
to 
which 
the 
great 
metropolis 
of 
the 
Union 
is 
reduced 
at 
the present time, and if 
Judge Picrrepont 
and ex-Governor 
Salomans, 
of Wisconsin, 
could have prevailed upon Governor Hoffman 
to bestow martial law upon us, we should 
have had, in addition, a government of bayo­ 
nets and dnimhead court martials. 
These evils have doubtless been brought 
upon us by the corruptions of some of our 
public officers, but they are increased by the 
political intrigues and schemes of the various 
cliques and factions tbat hope to make a profit 
out of our municipal troubles. 
So far as the 
suits 
against 
the 
plunderers 
are 
con­ 
cerned, 
let 
them 
ail 
go 
on— those 
commenced by the Attorney General, if they 
can be maintained, and those brought in the 
name of the city. 
The latter have the advan­ 
tage of including among the defendants Comp­ 
troller Connolly, who is singularly left out of 
the actions brought by the State, and tho ob­ 
jections made to them are probably due to 
this fact. 
The 
people 
desire

law shall 
bo exhausted 
in 
the attempt 
to make the robbers of the city treasury dis­ 
gorge a portion at least of their unholy gains. 
But the courts are slow and the delays of the 
law are proverbial. 
The citizens of New York

Mr. Gladstone has just had an ovation at 
Greenwich. 
It has been known for some time 
that his constituents were anxious to have a 
visit from their illustrious representative. 
On 
Saturday Mr. Gladstone met their wishes, and 
on Blackheath Common some twelve thousand 
persons listened to his eloquent words. 
We 
know no man who ever beard Mr. Gladstone 
speak who will refuse to admit tbat be is the 
most pleasing and effective speaker of bis day. 
On Saturday, it would appear, be acquitted 
himself in his best s'yle and abundantly grati­ 
fied bis constituents. 
The burden of his 
speech was a vindication of his policy. 
He 
spoke with pride of those measures which be 
bad introduced and carried through which bad 
for their object the conciliation of Ireland. 
With equal pride he referred to the improve­ 
ments be bad introduced into the army and 
navy. 
It was something to be able to say 
tbat the government of which be is the chief 
has bad the longest lease of life of any similar 
government since the passing of the Reform 
bill in 1882. 
We can excuse Mr. Gladstone 
for taking to bimselt and his administration 
all the glory he can; but wc have a right to 
recognize the facts that Ireland is not yet con­ 
ciliated, and that under his policy of economy 
Great Britain has sunk into the condition of a 
second rate power. 
It deserves to be noticed 
tbat Mr. Gladstone is determined to carry 
through his Ballot bill, and that be is not un­ 
prepared, if need be, to make some radical 
changes in the character and composition of 
the House of Lords. 
The next session of the 
British Parliament promises to be more than 
usually lively.

but the Premier is courageous and determined 
to go through with It.

Glads'one’s motto; and under bis guidance 
the British people have good reason to hope 
for the early enjoyment of republican instilu- 
lions.

City wliich we publísíT this 
morning show 
tbat the crisis of life or death to Mormondom 
in Utah has come at la st; tbat the United 
States judicial authorities are pursuing the 
guilty chiefs of the “ Latter Day Saints” with 
the remorseless retributions of tho la w ; that 
the leading apostles and oidora of tho Mormon 
Zion are not oaly being indicted, arrested, 
tried, convicted and sentenced for adultery, 
but that Mayor Wells, General Hosea Stout, 
William Belden, Eider Kimball and Parley 
Canyon have been arrested and looked up on 
a charge of murder; that warrants ara out 
against the Great High Priest and Prophet, 
Brigham Young, and his son Joseph, on the 
same charge; that they, with the notorious 
Orson Hyde, are among tho saintly fugitives 
from justice, and that dire confusion and con­ 
sternation prevail among tho faithful of the 
Holy City of the Prophet’s harem. 
The glory of the Prophet, like that of Mr. 
Tweed, has departed; his power is broken ; 
his prestige is gone, and, stripped of his 
hypocrisies and false pretences, ho appears as 
a fugitive la a far more pitiable plight than 
Garvey 
or 
Woodward; 
while 
compared 
with 
the 
Indian 
stoicism of the “ Boss" 
in his present 
trouble 
the runaway Mor­ 
mon Dictator become truly contemptible. But 
what is the meaning of this vigorous and 
remorseless campaign of justice against tho 
Mormon chiefs for their high crimes and mis­ 
demeanors ? 
It means simply the extirpation 
of Mormon polygamy from Utah, root and 
branch; that General Grant has resolved to 
abate the nuisance, and that his Territorial 
ministers are carrying oat his instructions. 
For twenty-three years, through all the admin­ 
istrations 
of 
Taylor, 
Fillmore, 
Pierce, 
Buchanan, Lincoln and Johnson, and down to 
this year, this thing of Mormon polygamy in 
Utah has continued to flaunt itself before the 
world and flourish. 
Had General Taylor 
lived through his Presideotial term be might, 
perhaps, have grappled with Brigham and his 
great scandal successfully, for Taylor was a 
soldier. 
Fillmore tried the task, but signally 
failed, and was compelled to an armistice with 
Mormon 
polygamy. 
Pierce 
tolerated 
it. 
Buchanan attempted a military invasion of 
Utah; but his expedition was cut off and he 
was reduced to a compromise. 
Lincoln had 
his bands full in the war with Jeff Davis, and 
Mormonism in Utah left undisturbed prospered 
exceedingly. 
Johnson was 
so completely 
ab.iorbed in bis fight with Congress in defence 
of the constitution that ho had no time to spare 
for the Mormons; and so, after twenty-three 
years of toleration of Mormon polygamy in 
Utah, the duty has fallen upon General Grant 
to take bold of it, and from these proceedings 
at Great Salt Lake it is abundantly made 
manifest that be intends to wipe it out. 
“ Let us have peace” is the General’s motto. 
Hence his great treaty with England; hence 
his Quaker peace policy with the Indians; 
hence his abandonment of his favorite St. 
Domingo scheme when satisfied tbat he was 
kicking up a fight with it in his party cam p; 
hence his policy of non-intervention in the 
affairs of Cuba. 
So resolved, indeed, is Gen­ 
eral Grant to have peace that where the ordi­ 
nary means of peace fail he will fi^bt it out 
with the disturbers of the peace. 
Hence he 
fought it oat with Fenton and Greeley for 
peace in the New York party camp at the 
Syracuse Convention, and was too much for 
them. 
Hence he brings bis cavalry to bear 
upon 
the 
Southern Ku Klux Klans and 
United States Courts, marshals, juries and 
soldiers in this decisive campaign upon Mor­ 
mon polygamy. 
The only law through which 
this polygamy can be reached is found to be a 
Mormon Territorial law against adultery and 
“ lewd and lascivious conduct”— a law intended 
by 
the Mormons to save polygamy, but 
dearly interpreted by a United States Judge 
as intended to punish polygamy. 
To make the 
m atter worse, these prosecutions against the 
Mormon leaders tor their murders committed 
from time to time through a series of years 
are coming In thick and fast against them. 
But worst of all for Mormondom in Utah 
have been the discoveries of the precious metals 
in all those new Territories and Stales of the 
far West and the building of the Pacific 
Railroad. 
The greatest crimes of Mormondom 
have been against the Gsntiles as spies and 
designing emissaries In their Territory. 
In 
18.W Captain J. W. Gunnison, of the United 
States Topographical Engineers, and his party, 
engaged in a reconnolssanco for a Pacific 
railway route, were slaughtered at their camp 
on Sevier River, in Utah. 
The massacre was 
reported to be the work of Indians ; but it has 
been circumstantially charged upon the Mor- 
mons, and that it was the work of a “ high 
council” against the exploration. 
Red Cloud 
understood at flrst sight tbat the Pacific Rail­ 
road was death to bis buffaloes and bis In­ 
dians, and there can be no doubt that from 
flrst to last the Mormons did all they could to 
preve nt the fatal connection with Salt Lake of 
a Pacific railroad, even to the extremity of 
murder. 
The number of suspected Gentila 
spies, informers and explorers cut off by the 
Danite baud of “ destroying angels” will never 
be known; but if any of the parties indicted 
for any of these murders arc ever brought to 
trial Bill Hickman, a chief of the Danite 
band, as Slate’s evidence, will doubtless make 
some startling disclosures. 
The most horribla of all the crimes chargrd 
upon the Mormon oligarchy is the “ Mountain 
Meadow massacre," of September, 1857. 
In 
the spring of tbat year a favorita Mormon 
apostle. Parley P. Pratt, while travelling in 
Arkansas, was waylaid and killed by one 
Hector MoLean, whose wife Pratt bad con- 
verted to Mormonism and taken to himself. 
In September of that same year a large emi­ 
grant party of one hundred and fifty or sixty 
persons— men, women and children— with their 
horses, mules and ox wagons, 
conveying 
stores of clothing and valuables, en route to 
Callfomia, were treacherously invested and 
massacred, excepting some seventeen chil­ 
dren, at Mountain Meadows, In Utah. 
Tha 
massacre was reported to be by a band of 
Indians; 
but the charge and the evidence 
against the Mormons tliat it was their work 
and a schumo for revenge and plunder is very 
strong. 
And why not the Moimocs? 
There 
was everything in their antecedents, their 
pernecutione and the teachings of their prophet 
to iuolte tUqn Ui Uie crime. 
Ho had achoojod 


them to the oommieelon of any crime that 
would deetroy añ enemy as a ro'ligloue duty, 
and be bad himself learned to defy the general 
government and to proclaim himself as above 
it in the service of the Lord, and his supersti- 
tioos followers believed him. 
Such, then, are the dark deeds of the Mor­ 
mon prophet and his satellltea in their despe­ 
rate game of building up polygamy in Utah, 
of excluding the Gentiles and of vengeance 
against the enemies of their faith and their 
prleUbood. 
They are the Ishmaflites of our 
country, whose hands, outside of their tribe, 
are against every man, while every man’s 
band is against them. 
They know no country, 
no faith, 
no 
authority 
but that of their 
false prophet, and polygamy is the corner­ 
stone of their religion. 
During their twenty- 
throe years in Utah they have become ninety 
thousand strong, and twenty thousand of them 
are in Sait Lake City. 
Tho number of Brig­ 
ham Young’s wives is not known. 
We have 
seen a list of twenty-nine of them; he is in­ 
dicted for adultery with sixteen; bat it has been 
said that they number at least fifty. 
His chief 
apostles and elders havo from twenty down to 
three, four or five wives each. 
Assuming that 
there are fifreen ihousand Mormon families in 
Utah averaging six persons each, and that 
seven thousand of these families are repre­ 
sented by three 
thousand 
husbands 
and 
fkthers, we shall, in simply reducing these 
men to one wife each, cut off four thousand 
wives and their children, not as widows and 
orphans, but as loose women and their illegiti­ 
mate offspring; for this is the law. 
What, then, are we to do with these people ? 
Let the law take its coarse against t!ie guilty 
men; bat let tha law be enforced in the 
division of their effects among these unfortu­ 
nate surplus wives and their children. 
It is 
probable tbat Brigham Young has cleared out 
from Salt Lake City, never to return. 
He 
may push down into Mexico to escape this 
indictment for murder. 
Under any conditions 
it is hardly probable that he will consent to 
submit to the law of one wife. 
It would bo 
the surrender of bis religion, and so it may be 
said of bis priesthood and of a large body of 
his followers. 
They will prefer to go to some 
other country; 
but where can they go ? 
We 
believe there is a land company in this city 
which has secured from President Juarez, of 
Mexico, the right to colonize and develop 
Lower Callforaia— a fine, open, almost unin­ 
habited semi-tropical country. 
This company 
wants settlers. 
Brigham Young is their man. 
He is in a condition to accommodate them on 
easy terms. 
And what is Lower California 
to Mexico any bow? 
A blank as it is ; 
but, 
under Brigham, it may be made a strong 
Mexican border protectorate against Indians, 
revolutionists 
and 
fillibusters. 
General 
Grant, 
meantime, is certainly pushing bis 
crusade upon Mormon polygamy with the 
fixed purpose of abolishing it. 
But chaos is 
threatened, and, if great care be not taken, 
the Gtontile miners 
now crowding into the 
newly discovered gold, silver, lead and tin 
mines of Utah may repeat there the Mormon 
expnlsions' of Missouri and Illinois. 
We ap­ 
prove the purpose of 
General Grant 
in 
reference to Mormon polygamy, but passing 
events should warn him of tbe danger of the 
rising of an anti-Mormon mob in Utah.

They supply a very in­ 
teresting and ample review of tbe condition 
of affairs which existed in the leading repub­ 
lican confederacies at tbe moment of the 
latest mail dates. 
The tendency of the pub- 
Ho 
mind 
was 
evidently 
towards 
pro­ 
gress, 
but 
it 
is 
equally 
patent 
tbat 
a variety of old and hereditary influences 
were at work to restrain it. 
The Church 
party, with a majority of tbe native aristocrats, 
were allied at different points in array against 
the pauperised agriculturists and demoralized 
laborers. 
Guatemala experienced tbe conse­ 
quences in tho shape of a conflict which took 
place between tbe State troops, commanded by 
President Garcia Granados in person, and a 
body of clerico-revolutionists who were armed, 
near Santa Rosa. 
The soldiers of the Execu­ 
tive 
defeated 
and 
dispersed 
the 
mal­ 
contents. 
The 
republics 
were 
moving 
towards 
the oompletion of a 
more 
Inti­ 
mate nnioD, the bond having been almost 
perfected between San Salvador and Guate­ 
mala. 
King Amadeus’ flag, on board the 
Spanish war ship Tornado, did not obtain any 
accession of honor by tbe operations of the 
commander of tbe Tornado off Aspinwall in 
his attempt to seize the steamship Virginius on 
a charge of complicity in tbe Cuban war 
struggle. 
The neutral attitude of the State 
of Colombia towards Spain and her colonial

wail, humiliated the position of tbe Spanish 
officer to such a degree that it is very prob- 
able both of tbe American governments will 
hear of the affair in tbe shape of a very angry 
correspondence from Madrid. 
Religious agi­ 
tation disturbed the minds of the people in the 
capital of Colombia. 
Costa Rica has revised 
its commercial tariff. 
San Salvador 
bad 
placed an ox-President in prison by vote of 
the Legislature, 
and also declared a frijo 
church and complete religious toleration for 
foreigners— the last named act a most remark­ 
able 
symptom 
of 
popular advance, 
as, 
indeed, is the flrst. 
Aside from its peril from 
tbo squabbles of electioneering politicians 
Peru was developing its native wealth ex­ 
tensively and solidly. 
The railroad works of 
the 
republic were 
carried 
on vigorously 
towards completion. 
There 
remains little 
doubt but that the vast resources of tbo fer­ 
tile country which lies between Callao and 
Lima and the Peruvian headwaters of tho 
Amazon will be opened at an early day, 
perhaps, 
to the 
world 
by the 
travel of 
the iron horse. 
Chinese coolies were being 
landed In Peru in large numbers. 
The State 
was receding from its hitherto intimate rela 
tioaa with the Church, as ara others of the

The Acad«My «r Oe«i«a. 
Some months ago we called attention to the 
unaatisfactory management of our National 
Academy of Design. 
Tho perils we then 
complained of were admitted by gentlemen 
high in authority, and our aid was invoked in 
support of those who wished to remedy tho 
abuses which we denounced. As the moment 
is approaching when the works for the winter 
exhibition will be presented for ^ roval by 
the Beoeplion Committee, we wish to remind 
the gentleuieu composing it of the duty they 
owe to the publio and to our natioaai art 
academy. 
It has been the custom hitherto to admit, 
plmost indiscriminately, all works presented 
for exhibition, without regard to their merit. 
This was, no doubt, owing to the difficulty of 
procuring a sufficient number of respectable 
works to clothe decently the Academy walls, 
&nd it was thought better to All the space with 
bad paiuiings rather than make a confession of 
woaknesB. 
We are of quite a different opin­ 
ion. Au art academy, to be useful, must be 
a school of correct taste, and allowing the 
presence of inferior works within its sanctuary 
leeeeos its autb<wity both with people of taste 
and with the masses. 
Perhaps the strongest 
jeason why the Academy of Design has never 
been really popular is that it has never deserved 
to be so. 
In the cultivation of a love for high art 
among the American people the Academy of 
Design has a grand mission and not a very 
difficult OLe, if only the directors would exor­ 
cise their better judgment in its management. 
Reform must begin with the strict exclusion 
of worthless paintings from exhibition. 
The 
difference in point of quantity will be more 
than made up by the absence of those sad 
evidences of misspent time which offended 
the eye in the summer exhibition. Nor would 
the result fail to be most advantageous to the 
ii torosts of the Academy, for people of taste 
-Could tbon lake some interest in its proceed- 
gs. 
Ccnfidence and respect would secure 
1 vtronage and public favor, and we might 
h ipe to see a real influence exerted not alone 
• iver public opinion, but over the work of ia- 
ulvidual artists, which could scarcely fail to 
bo beneficial in its effects. 
Considering the 
number ot gentlemen of really respectable 
talent who are members of the Academy, the 
iitUe influence exerted by the body in matters 
of art is surprising, and not at all creditable. 
It is now, however, la tholr power to 
change the state of feeling from Indiffer- 
once to interest and respect, and the way 
to do BO is to disassociate themselves 
from the mass of mediocrity which has up to 
this time been a dead weight upon their 
efforts. 
We want to see tho pruning knife ap­ 
plied vigorously, so that when the winter ex­ 
hibition opens wo m'.y bo able to give 
applause and support to an instilution for 
whose welfare we are sincerely anxious. Ex­ 
amples enough are at band to justify the mem­ 
bers of the Academy setting themselves up In 
their own house as judges of what is worthy 
of admission and what is not, and the closer 
they draw the line the better. 
What baa to be 
clearly understood is that tbe publio desire a 
good exhibition rather than a large one, and, 
keeping this fact steadily in mind, the com­ 
mittee will do good service by excluding ail 
works that do not possess at least respect­ 
able merit. 
In our last article on this subject we 
warned both the academicians and the ex­ 
hibitors that we shall in future treat with scant 
courtesy such works as cannot show good 
reason for intruding themselves on publio 
notice in the Academy exhibitions. We renew 
this promise of attention, but hope steps will 
be Uken to disarm criticism. 
But our duty to 
tbe public and our attachment to the interests 
of art alike demand that we protest against a 
repetition of the mistakes of former years. 
We hope that the academicians will insist 
on some merit in ail works admitted within 
their walls, no matter bow small may be the 
resulting collection.

Exciting Croas-Conntry Ron at the Heels 
of the Runaway Elder. 


The special despatches we published yes­ 
terday gave an interesting review of the 
opening phases of the crusade that has just 
been inaugurated in the interest of justice—of 
justice, alas! so long delayed—in Salt Lake 
City against tbe bloodthirsty “Saints” who 
for nearly a generation have ruled by terror­ 
ism and murder. The following additional 
particulars give many supplementary and a 
few later details, and form a continuation to 
the previous telegrams, but they were re­ 
ceived at too late an hour yesterday morn­ 
ing to be printed in Sunday’s issue 


Salt L ake Citt, Oct. 28, 1871. 


THE 0A8E OF HAWKINS. 
We have again had an exciting day in this 
city. 
This morning senieiMe was passed 
upon Thomas Ua^ins, found 
guilty of 
adultery under the Territorial laws. 
The 
sentence Is three years’ hard labor in the 
Penitentiary and $500 fine. 
Hawkins has been lodged in the prison at 
Camp Donglas under military guard. 
His 
case comes up again on Monday moming 
before Judge McKean on application for his 
release on bail until an appeal Is decided 
before the Supreme Court. 
It Is probable 
that be will be allowed his liberty by giving 
$10,000 bail to await floal judgment. 
Hawkins’ sentence is regarded as an act of 
persecution by the Mormons; by other classes 
it is regarded in the light of an example some­ 
what lenient. 
The sentence has produced a 
deep commotion in Mormon circles, tbe ef­ 
fect of which cannot be justly measured nor 
clearly foreseen. 


ABBEST OF MAYOB WELLS. 
But the more intense excitement of this af­ 
ternoon, caused by the arrest of Mayor Daniel 
H. Wells, one of the Presidents of the Church 
of Latter Day Saints, on an indictment 
found by the Grand Jury for murder, together 
with tbe arrest of Judge Hosea Stout and Wil­ 
liam Kimball, prominent citizens, on the 
same grounds, has quite put in the shade the 
Hawkins case. 


wells’ obime. 
Wells is charged with the murder of one 
Richard Yates, a mountain trader, who was 
killed in the Mouth Weber Canyon and 
robbed of $900 in 1857. 


STOUT A DOUBLE MURDBBKR. 
Stout is indicted for the same offence, and 
a second indictment charges him with the 
murder of another man. 


A DANITE ACOE8SORT. 
Kimball is accused of being accessory to 
the murder of a man called Buck, who was 
killed in 1858, a couple of miles from this 
city. 
THE EXAMINATION. 
Wells and Stout were broaght before Judge 
McKean this afternoon, but. It being late, the 
discussion of the right of the Court to admit 
them to bail was postponed until Monday 
morning. 
THE MORMON POLICE MUTIMOÜ». 
They were then taken to the United States 
Marahal’s office, followed by a large crowd, 
among which were all tho city police, some of 
whom said that Mayor Wells should not go to 
Camp Douglas unless he wished; but there 
was no difficulty or disturbance. 


THE SAINTLY PRISONERS IN JAIL. 
Finally, carriages having bceo obtained, 
tbe accused were taken by Marshal Patrick 
to Camp Doaglas and placed in an empty 
building, over which two sentries were placed 
by Grcncral Morrow. 


UOW THEY ARK TREATED.

Brigham Young was at Beaver, two hundred 
and fifteen miles south of this city, on Friday 
morning, and was still going south.

GRAND RECEPTION BY THE PKI80NEB8. 
To-day tbe prisoners, with the consent of 
General Morrow, have been visited by their 
Mormon friends. 
A continued stream of 
wagons bos been pouring in and out of Camp 
Douglas, and men and women, to the namber 
of at least a thousand, have visited tbe ac­ 
cused. Indeed, appearances at their quarters 
would suggest that a great statesman or war­ 
rior was giving a reception, so great was tbe 
crowd. All the leading Mormons called, of 
course, and tendered their sympathies, and 
many subsequently visited General Morrow, 
who had a very free and frank exchange of 
views with them in regard to the situation. 
His ideas evidently made a certain impression 
upon them. 
THE PRISONERS SATISFIED. 
The accused express themselves satisfied 
with their accommodations, which are tbe 
best tbe camp affords. They are all supplied 
with comfortable beds and have plenty to eat. 


THE TRIAL TO-DAY. 
To-morrow they will bo brought before 
Judge McLean for arraignment, when applica­ 
tion will be made to the Judge to admit them 
to bail, as their trial is not likely to come off 
before the spring term of the Court. By a 
Territorial act the Judge has discretion to 
admit to bail persons accused even of murder. 
If they are released on bail tho amount re­ 
quired will be very heavy and sufficient to 
produce them when required. It is possible 
that they will be so admitted, as under the 
circumstances nothing is to be lost by the 


policy. 
MBEKNK8S AMONG THE ELDERS,

COMSTOCK’S El-OCUTION AND MODEI, SPEAKER. New 
edition, rhiladelplila: J. U. Peterson ft Brothers. 
This new edition of tho late Dr. Andrew Com- 
stock’s well known system of theoretical and prac­ 
tical elocution comprises ‘‘A t:omplete speaker and 
Reading Book.” by Professor Philip Lawrence, of 
Philadelphia. The selection of “gems by the best 
authors in prose and verse” soem-i to have been 
carefully made. Dr. Comstock’s oook is llliutrated 
by 263 engravings. Tho part relating to gesture is 
extracted principally from Austin’s “Ctiiromanla,” 
a work too bulky, expensive aud raro for ordinary 
Btudeuts. Like all compilers of similar publications 
Dr. Comstock drew largely upon Lavator and Rash, 
an>l in particular upon NiUdon’s trsnslation of 
Engel's ‘-Gesture and Action,” which Ls full of good 
things, bnt has no principle of classification. 
Nearly every treatise on elocution is merely em­ 
pirical. 'A bat Is wanted Is not a collection of em­ 
pirical rules, but a system of poslüve principles, 
founded upon a profound sindy of human nature. 
Tho manusorlpis of the late lamented Deisarie 
doubtless contain sucn a system, and Its publica­ 
tion by Mr. James Steele MacKayo, or some other 
favorite pupil of the celebrated French elocntionist, 
would bo heartily welcomed by the public.

Is brlcffy told. On the corner of Clinton and Oak­ 
land avenues, in that section of the city known bc- 
lore cousolldatlon as Hudson City, stands a lager 
beer saloon, kept by William Gutt. 
In this saloon 
was congregoted at hall-past one o’clock yesterday 
m orning a party of six or seven persons, who wero 
not very scrupuloas about Infringing on the Sab­ 
bath. and whose last thoughts were about their 
c h u rc h -if any church knows them. 
One of iho 
parly was a young man who was occnpled during the 
midnight oour in playing bagatelle. The repeated 
draughta of liquor began to tell upon him, and as 
he clamored fur more the landlord began to (eel ho 
had a troublesome customer in his hands. 
The 
youth would have liquor whether Gutt liked or not, 
and the latter was equally positive he should have 
none. This waa the issue which provoked a con­ 
flict. Sitting calmly at a table was a man named 
Henry Nolte, whose tide of Ufe was fast ebbing, 
though he knew It not. 
Ue was a neutral spectator, 
hut the fight between tne others was to 
COST HIM HIS LIFE. 
The yonng man was, after some persnaslon, re­ 
moved from the saloon; but he soon returued. ju st 
as he stepped inside the door he hurled a stone at 
Gutt, sinking him on tbe bead. There was a rush 
after the assailant by all the spectators, one of 
whom was Charles Harned, a police officer attached 
to the Third precinct.
